The I'ollowing are extracts 
from a letter from Dr. Cht^rles 
Evans, president Central State 
Normal School, Edmond, OI:la., 
to one of Crittenden county's 
teachers: 

"Permit me to congratulate 
you on the splendid work you are 
dointr at the School Tournaments 
and Fairs this year. The coun- 
try school is the hope of America. 
The brain and brawn of the peo- 
ple w ho live near the .soil, have 
made or unmade all the nations 
of the \t;\iii: they will continue to 
make or unmake the nations of 
the future. 'The fanner or one 
I who tills the soil, and perhaps 
the miner bringing the mineral 
resources of the nation to light 
are the only producers. The 
ho|)e of the earth must lie in the 
enlightenment and master power 
of these. Therefore, it is axio- 
matic that if any shall have edu- 
tion: if any people must have the 
best school houses and the moet 
capable teachers, these must 
have them. They have had the 
poorest thus far. This is be- 
cause they have lacked in leader- 
ship. Poor pay, poor training 
begot jtoor teachers, while apathy 
and sloth fell down about the 
scbooihouse and school desk of 
the country child: but the light 
is breaking. A new day if on 
and I am pleased above meaaure 
to know that in Crittenden coun- 
ty a great lire of interest an en- 
tfiuaiaam has sprung up. This 
is due to its teachers going out 
for more training to universities 
and normal schools and coming 
back with enlarged viswn and 
replenishetl zeal.

London, Nov. 18, -The Petro- 
grad correspondent of the Daily 
Mail sends the following; 

It is now admitted semi-otlicial 
ly but not yet mentioned in the 
othcial communications that it 
was in the failure of the German 
Crown Prinee to hold his position 
in the renter which compelled a 
retreat along the whole line. 

While Gen. von. Hindenbofg 
on the left and the Austrians on 
the right were both maintaining 
their pceittons, the Crown Prince 
army was fleeing back to tb^ 
Fatheriand. 

The Russians poured in be- 
tween the wings thus left in 
danger and attacked them, each 
on two sides, forcing them to 
scramble back to the frontier 
and losing terribly all the way. 

The excuse made in tiermany 
of bad roads is ridiculed here 
since, aitho bad *Ma% IheRoi- 
sians accomplished aarveie ia 
marching. The Rusaians. unbke 
the Gemans, do not depend 
upon the reaouroesof the country 
they are traversing, but bring 
ample provisions with them. 

It appear! that six Germans 
Princes were killed in this battle 
three of the Lippe family and 
one each of the House of 
Wakloek and Reuse.
